TO THE SCHOOL BOARD AND 
Swe NSrar MIDDLETON:— 

I have the pleasure to submit this, my fourth an- 
nual report, as superintendent of the schools of Middle- 
ton.

June 30, 1922 are given below:

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It will be noted that the total enrollment has’ de- 
creased from 44 for the preceeding year to 28; the 
average membership, from 32 to 26. This diminution 
was anticipated and alluded to.in my report -of last 
year; the enrollment of that year being considerably 
increased by the presence of portable mills in town, 
which brought in some families for a short time.

The per cent of attendance, you will note, is some- 
what lower than the preceeding year, and there is a 
very large increase in the number of iustances of tardi- 
ness. I earnestly urge the co-operation of all parents 
to overcome these defects. The work cannot be done 
by the teacher alone. The home has its responsibility 
in the matter and should accept the same. Habits of 
regularity and punctuality will be of the greatest value 
to these boys and girls in later life, and these habits 
must be formed in youth. 


Both schools were in session for a full school year 
of thirty-six weeks, and the work done was good. 

At the beginning of the present school year it was 
again necessary to find new teachers for both schools, 
the former teachers having declined re-appointment. | 
wish to repeat here what I said a yearago upon this 
subject: 

“It will be a great advantage to the schools when 
the time comes when we are able to retain the services 
of satisfactory teachers for several successive years. 
The best results cannot be secured when new teachers ~ 
must be employed each year.” 

The school buildings are in very good condition. 
New curtains are badly needed at the Ridge school. 
We are still somewhat lacking in sufficient maps and 
books, as we have peen unable to purchase all that are 
desirable and at the same time keep within the limita- 
tions of our budget; but this defect is being gradually 
overcome. 

Health work in the schools has been continued

tinder the direction of Mrs. Anna E. Clow, R. N., 
whose report follows. 

I note that in her examination nearly every pupil 
was found to have defective teeth. Whenever possible 
these defects should receive attention, since medical 
science clearly shows that defective teeth are many 
times the cause of other derangements of health.
